After years of work the Slainte Baby Club, 
6 Blackhall place, Dublin, has turned their 
premises into one of the most up-to-date 
child welfare centres in the city. They pur- 
chased the lease of the house in the open 
market with voluntary subscriptions, and 
yesterday opened a new violet ray lam 
clinic for the treatment of rickets and mal- 
nutrition in children. The opening ceremony 
was Em by Sir William de Courcy 
Wheeler, who explained to a large attend- 
ance of women the uses of the lamp. To- 
wards paying the cost of the lamp Lady de 
Courey Wheeler presented a valuable Aire- 
dale dog, which was raffled for. 

This club comprises a medical clinic for 
mothers and children, an ante-natal clinic, a 
massage clinic for children under five years, 
a dental clinic for mothers and children, 
a weekly lecture on hygiene; while dinners 
(which are eaten on the premises) are pro- 
vided for expectant and. nursing mothers. 
The attendances for las year were:— 
Mothers, 5,019; infants, 3,183; children, 
5,248.

Dr. James J. Ryan, house surgeon, Rich- 
mond Hospital, said that he first saw the 
deceased man at 1 a.m. on December 6th in 
the accident room. He was semi-conscious, 
but unable to speak. There was swelling over 
his right eye and a small abrasion on his left 
elbow. He appeared to be then suffering from 
cerebral irritation, and the witness admitted 
him to the hospital for observation. His con- 
dition remained much the same until the 
evening of December 8th, when he got worse. 
It was then decided to operate on him, in 
the belief that he might have an intra-cranial 
hemorrhage, which could be dealt with by 
operation. 

On Friday, December 9th, the operation 
was performed, but no evidence of fracture 
or hemorrhage was obtained. The patient 
never recovered consciousness after the 
operation and died at 11 p.m. on December 
llth. A post-mortem examination showed 
that there was no fracture of the skull.. In 
the witness’s opinion, death was due to con- 
cussion of the brain and shock following 
operation.

Replying to Inspector Ryan, the witness 
said that the injury could have been caused 
by a blow or a fall.

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THE DUKES OF ORMONDE. 


LECTURE AT ROYAL IRISH 
ACADEMY. . 

At the Royal Irish Academy, Dublin, 
yesterday, Dr. F. E. Ball read a paper on 
“Some Notes on the Households of the 
Dukes of Ormonde.”’ : 

After referring to the sympathetic and 
careful study of the character of the first 
Duke of Ormonde which was made by the 
late Mr. Litton Falkiner, the lecturer gave 
the lecturer gave pride of place to the Duke’s 
acquired knowledge was more considerable 
than had been hitherto believed. He cited 
in support of this theory a catalogue of the 
books kept by the first Duke in his study 
and the letter in which Archbishop Sheldon 
recommended the first Duke for the office of 
Chancellor of Oxford University. That 
recommendation was based to some extent on 
the care that the first Duke exercised in 
the choice of his household. 

Entering into particulars as to the more 
important members of the Duke's household, 
Mr. Ball gave pride of place to the Duke's 


afterwards Archbishop of Dublin. 


first secretary, Viscount Lanesborough, an 
ancestor of the Lane-Fox family, and to one 
of the Duke's early chaplains, John Parker, 
Of the 
members of the Duke’s household after the 
Restoration, the lecturer dwelt at length on 
Richard Lingard, Professor of Divinity In 
Dublin University, who was one of the Duke s 
chaplains; Sir Thomas Page, provost of 
King’s College, Cambridge, who was one ol 
the Duke’s secretaries; William Assheton, 
the originator of life insurance, who was 
another of the Duke’s chaplains; and John 
Hough, the famous President of Magdalen 
College, Oxford, who filled the same position. 
To the second Duke the lecturer referred as a 
man with good intentions, but devoted to

LEITRIM COMMITTEER’S

THE TRAINING OF 
APPRENTICES.

A lecture on the “ Training of Electrical 
Apprentices” was given at Kevin street Tech- 
nical Schools, Dublin, last night by Mr. A. G. 


Bruty, M.LE.E. In the course of the lecture, 
| Mr. Br 


uty said that the method of training 
boys’ for' the various skilled trades was a 
question upon which there was no general 
agreement. Unfortunately, there were still 
employers who refused to take bound appren- 
tices. They engaged a boy with no obliga- 
tion on either side. After a period the 
master might find business slack and dis- 
charge the boy, or the boy might become 
dissatisfied and leave. The boy was not 
properly trained. Admission to a trade union 
of such a man gave him a certain hallmark, 
and while it was easy to appreciate the 
union’s reasons in occasionally admitting a 
man whose training was open to doubt, he 
thought it was an unwise proceeding. Every 
boy who wished to enter the electrical 
industry should be properly bound to serve 
his full time of five years. No employer 
should be allowed to employ a boy for more 
than six months without proper indentures, 
and no boy over the age of seventeen should 
be allowed to enter the trade. There should 
be three classes of workers—skilled artisans, 
‘indentured apprentices, labourers. Until these 
conditions were recognised they could never 
hope to reach a reasonable standard of effi- 


ciency. 
A DANGEROUS IDEA, 

There had been suggestions from certain 
quarters that owing to the Shannon develop: 
ment a large number of young men should be 
secured and given an intensive training for 
six months or so to enable them to wire-on 
some simple form of wiring the smaller 
premises in the mers towns and yillages. 
Such an idea was dangerous electrically, 
dangerous economically, and dangerous 
nationally. 

Turning to the economics of the matter, 
any person of average intelligence knew that 
a cheap installation was frequently ‘nasty ’’ 
and expensive to maintain. A _ properly 
installed system did not require renewal and 
repair for many years. The proposed inten- 
sive training was going to put a premium 
‘upon slackers, and undo the work of enthu- 
siastic workers in technical schools. His view 
was that there should be five years’ training

any artificial barriers to suitable boys—what- 
ever their parentage—entering the trade. 
A SCHEME, 

Mr. Bruty proposed a scheme which was 
that, on reaching the age of fifteen, the boys 
who were going on for. skilled trades would 
be drafted to the technical school for the first 
year’s training. The remaining years would 
be arranged as follow :— 

16 to 17—In Contractor’s Works. 
17 to 18—Technical School. 
18 to 19—Contractor’s Shop, 
19 to 20—Technical School. 
20 to 21—Contractor’s Shop. 

The three years in the technical schools 
would .be devoted to theory, workshop, and 
research work. The three years in the con- 
tractors’ shop would be devoted entirely to 
the usual commercial work that the contractor 
happened to have in hand at the time. The 
question of selection of the boys to receive 
this training was important. The number 
could only be arrived at in conjunction with 
the employers’ association. The scheme pre- 
supposed the hearty co-operation of the 
employers, and he found it difficult to believe 
that employers would be anything but sym- 
pathetic to the idea. When the number de- 
siring apprenticeship was in excess of the 
number that the trade would take, a selection 
by examination or otherwise would have to be 
made. In order that the scheme would be 
a success, it should be made compulsory that 
only apprenti¢es under this scheme could be 
taken by employers, and all other sources 
would have to be stopped. A record of the 
boys’ training would be kept right through 
the six yéars. 

THE WAGES PROBLEM. 

Obviously from 15 to 16 years, being the 
schoo] period, the boy would not be paid 
anything.” From 16 to 21 some wages would 
have to be paid. This was simple for. the 
three periods in the contractors’ shops. There 
Were two years, however, when he wonld be 
at the schools. To meet this problem, he 
suggested that during the first year in the 
contractors’ shops he should be paid ós. a 
week and 5s. be put aside for him each week. 
This 5s, weekly should be paid to him during 
his second year in the technical schools. Dur- 
ing his second year at the contractogs’ shops 
he should be paid 7s. 6d. a week and 7s. 6d. 
put aside for his third year in the technical 
school. . During his last year in the con- 
tractors’ shops he could be paid on more sub- 
stantial lines, as he would then be of value to 
his employer. .The sum put aside would be 
handed to the technical school authorities, who 
would pay the boys weekly.. The boys could 
go into the shops for their vacations. 

He believed that the scheme could be 
secured, It would be necessary to get the 
co-operation of the Free State Board of Educa- 
tion, the technical authorities, the Employers’ 
Association, and, finally, the Government. 
The. reason he: said the Government, 
was that it would be necessary 
for the Government to pass _legis- 
lation making it an offence for anyone to take 
apprentices except through the schools, and 
for the trade union to admit into their union, 
after a certain date, any man who could not 
produce his record book and diploma. They 
might then hope to be in the position of 
knowing that a man calling himself an 
electrician was an electrician. 

UNEDUCATED BOYS. 

Mr. T. J. Hamilton, proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Bruty, said that he thought 
that one man, who should be there that 
night, was the Minister for Education. If 
he were there he would get some home 
truths. ‘There was no doubt at all about it 
that the boys being turned out now from the 
primary schools were not the boys they 
wanted.

Guitar technique, has been preserved and 
developed in Spain, where the instrument was 
introduced from the East by the Moors. 
Music for the guitar has been written by 
modern Spanish composers, including Albeniz, 
Granados, and de Falla. Segovia himself has 
arranged for the guitar music written for 
other instruments—in particular, old music 
for instruments that preceded the 
Berlioz, we remember, was devoted 
to the guitar, and Pagan who wi; un- 
measured in praise of it, studied its technique 
and wrote compositions designed. to bring it 
into favour as a companion of other chamber 
instruments. 

At two recitals yesterday Segovia displayed 
the scope and beauty of the guitar mm a great 
variety of minsic, chiefly, of course, music 
com posed directly for the guitar by Spanish 
masters—Ferdinand Sor, Torroba, Tarrega, 
and the modern composers named above... In 
his afternoon programme he included a group 
of pieces composed for the lute by Bach 
(presumably Johann Sebastian, as no other 
was specified). Arrangements made from the 
music of later composers included the 
“Moment Musical’’ of Schubert and a 
Mazurka by Tchaikowsky. It was interesting 
to notice that by far the greater part of the 
music that was played, from whatever school 
it was drawn, was built on dance-forms. 

In its settled modern form the guitar has 
six strings, which are tuned at intervals of a 
fourth. In contrast with a tinkling mandoline, 
which is played with a plectrum, the guitar 
is plaved by plucking with the fingers. Its 
neckboard is set with frets. Its bedy is large 
and deep, and the resonances are full and soft 
in tone. The lowest strings can yield a deep 
resonant bass, contrasting well with a sweet 
tinkling tone produced in the }aying of orna- 
ments the upper strings. The tuning 
scheme, coupled with the necessity for laying 
notes within the reach of the fingers without 
too awkward a movement of the left hand, 
imposes in characteristic giutar music an 
idiom that carries.a pleasantly exotic flavour 
into the music. i 

Segovia, whose technical skill is, of course. 
exceptional, delighted the audiences, and it 
was to be noticed that an unusually large 
proportion of those who were present at the 
recitals remained till the end.

COMPLAINT AT MEETING OF 


FISHERY CONSERVATORS. 


At a meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Fishery Conservators yesterday, the head 
water bailiff reported that on examining the 
River Liffey at Island Bridge on December 
2 last,-he saw an oily substance floating on 
the sutface of the water. The grass and 
weeds on the south bank of the river were 
soaked and blackened. with tar and creosote. 
A drain which came from, the Inchicore rail- 
way works was discharging a considerable 
amount of an oily substance into the. Liffey. 
In his opinion, anything -oming in contact 
with this deleterious matter could not sur- 
vive. At the Inchicore works, where he 
reported the matter, he saw a creosote tank 
from which waste creosote percolated through 
the ground to the drain. Officials at the 
works admitted to him that the discharge 
was very bad, and intimated that immediate 
steps would be taken to stop it. He. found 
no dead fish in the river, but he had received 
serious complaints. 

THE SAME OLD COMPLAINT. 

The Chairman (Dr. R. R. Leeper), said 
that this was the same old complaint again. 
The Great Southern Railway Company paid 
them heavy compensation for that before. It 
seemed ridiculous, because the, railway were 
wasting their own creosote. 

Mr. George Ryan said that he had caught 
some fine trout in the river, but could not 
eat them because of the taste of some stuff 
like that at present complained of. 

The . Clerk (Mr. Newcambe) said ‘that 
samples of the. water, and some matertal 
taken from the bank, had been sent to the 
Free State Department of Fisheries ‘for 
analysis. 

The Clerk was instructed to obtain the 
result of the analysis as soon as possible, 
and fo ask the Free State Minister for 
Fisheries what action the Board should take 
in the matter. 

SALMON DURING “CLOSE SEASON.” 

The head water bailiff also submitted a re- 
port to the effect that, although it was‘ the 
‘ close season,” a Dublin trader was .offer- 
ing salmon for sale. The trader assured-him 
that the fish were Atlantic chilled sa!nion. ” 

The clerk read correspondence on the 
matter which had been forwarded by the 
trader to prove that the fish were sold to 
him by a Billingsgate firm. Im a letter from 
this firm it was pointed out that the fish 
were Newfoundland salmon, and that * the 
fish were not unlike Irish fish, although 
trozen.’’ This firm also pointed out that “if 
all the big cities on the Continent and in 
Great Britain could sell Newfoundland 
salmon, Dublin should be able to do-like- 
wise.” 

The clerk said that when he commumieated 
with the Free State Department oí Fishenes 
on the matter he was informed that if the 
trader was in a position to prove that the 
salmon were not caught during the “close 
season “ in this country there was no éfferce. 

PARTRIDGE FROM RUSSIA, 

Chairman—I do not how you ean “go 
beyond that. Is it not a nice state of nffáirs 
that this salmon can be sold while we cannot 
take fine salmon from the Liffey? You can 
buy here any amount of partridge’ from 
Russia in the ‘‘ close season." 

The matter was referred to the law agent 
for his advice. :

The Prayer-book Crisis. 


During the present week both Houses of 
the Imperial Parliament must take a 
momentous decision. Yesterday the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury presented to the 
House of Lords the measure which em- 
bodies the revised Prayer-book; and, if 
the vote is favourable, a similar motion 
will be submitted to the Commons on 
Thursday. The new Prayer-book, which 
until now has brought not peace, but a 
sword, to the Church of England, is an 
outcome of the Royal Commission of 1906. 
It has been in the making for twenty years, 
has been approved by large majorities 
of the Church Assembly, and has received 
the imprimatur of the Ecclesiastical Com- 
mittee, whose report was laid recently 


before both Houses of Parliament. That 
report expressed the Committee’s views 
that the “ Deposited Book’’ was in no! 
way prejudicial to the general character 
of the Church of England, as recognised 
in the Act of Settlement and by the 
Coronation Oath. If it is ratified by 
Parliament as a result of this week s de- 
bates, the new book will not supersede the 
Prayer-book of 1662, which any clergyman 
may continue to use; but it provides 


alternative forms for various Services. 
Some of these—for instance, the revised | 
Services for baptisms and marriages—have 
caused only such criticism as all tamper- 
ings with familiar beauty provoke in con- 
servative minds. One permissive change, 
however, has stirred the Church to her 
depths. It is the new Order for the Holy 
Communion, which authorises, under 
certain conditions, the reservation of the 
consecrated elements. 

For hosts of English Churchmen the 
proposed change touches the foundation 
of faith, The Cabinet and the political 
parties are divided in Parliament, as 
families are divided throughout the land. 
In the Upper House Lord Hugh Cecil 
supports the Prayer-book measure, and 
his brother, the Bishop of Exeter, opposes 
it. In the Commons one Cabinet Minister, 
Mr. Bridgeman, will propose the approv- 
ing motion, and another, Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, will demand its rejection. 
The authors and supporters of the “ De- 
posited Book” maintain that the system 
of alternative Services will solve the 
honest difficulties of millions of pious men 
and women and will preserve that middle 
path which is the tradition of Anglicanism, 
Opposition to the measure is twofold. On 
the one hand are those Anglo-Catholic 
extremists who refuse to be bound even 
by the extended limits of the revised Com- 
munion Service. As Lord Hanworth said 
yesterday, when advising the measure’s re- 
jection in the Lords, no fewer than 1,400 
priests have pledged themselves to disobey 
it if; and when, if becomes law. On the 
other hand is a great body of Protestant 
opinion which believes that the measure 
makes a wide breach in the Church's 
The views of this body are 
in the amendments to the 
measure. Lord Stanhope asks the Lords 
to refuse to proceed with it until it is 
accompanied by a bill to ensure order and 
discipline in the public worship of the 
Church. Colonel Applin asks the 
Commons to reject proposals which con- 
tain “vital changes. of doctrine and 
rubrics in the Protestant Church as by 
law established,’ and have not been sub- 
mitted to members of the Church through- 
out the British Empire. 

It is thought that the House of Lords 
will ratify the measure, but its fate in the 
House of Commons—to be decided at a 
single sitting on Thursday—is more doubt-

ful. Perhaps, the Protestant party would 
be more willing to accept the assurances 


of the Ecclesiastical Committee and of the 
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Archbishop of Canterbury on the ques- 
tions of doctrine if it had guarantees that

Its 
present feeling is that a possible sur- 
render of doctrine may be made in vain— 
that, as the result of an Anglo-Catholic 
conspiracy to resist the measure, the 
Church’s last state may become worse 
than the first. What will happen, for 
instance, if any large number of clergy- 
men use their option, under the measure, 
toemploy the “ Deposited Book ” in despite 
of their congregations’ most earnest wish ? 
What will happen if 1,400—or more than 
1,400—priests resolve to defy the condi- 
tions which the new Prayer-book imposes 
on the reservation of the consecrated 
elements? The bishops have stated, in 
the plainest terms, that they will suppress 
any practices which are contrary to their 
regulations. Yesterday the Archbishop of 
Canterbury renewed this assurance, de- 
claring that the bishops took. responsi- 
bility for the administration of the 
“Deposited Book’’ and were determined 
that they should be obeyed. It seems, then, 
that, if the measure becomes law, its 
influence, whether in composing or in 
exacerbating the Church of England’s 
lamentable disputes, will depend largely 
upon the bishops’ firmness or lack 
of firmness. Members of the Church 
of Ireland, unvexed by such troubles— 
Deus nobis hac otia fecit—will await the 
issue with anxious sympathy. They will 
endorse the Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
hope that the new measure, if it becomes 
law, may bring strength and good order 
to the sister Church. 


Chemistry of Agriculture. 


To say, as some have said, that the 
world is within sight of the exhaustion 
of its food resources would be exaggera- 
tion. It is true, however, that but for the 
last century’s rapid advance in the scientific 
cultivation of the land the great industrial 
populations of to-day would be perplexed 
by the danger of a failing bread supply 
for their children. Yesterday, before the 
Engineering and Scientific Association, at 
University College, Dublin, Mr. D. Mellon 
told the story of humanity’s progress in 
the science of the soil. From the earliest 
times the value of the excrement of 
animals as a fertiliser has been known, 
and the Romans appreciated the value of 
marl] dressings. Only about the beginning 
of the nineteenth century, however, did 
chemistry penetrate the secret of fertilisa- 
tion and open the way to increased pro- 
duction of erops. It was as recentlv as 
1841 that Sir James Murray, of Dublin, 
took out a patent for “ mechanically 
fixing and solidifying mineral acids,’’ and 
led the way to the foundation in England 
of the first factory manufacturing super- 
phosphates. Considerably later the 
Germans discovered the value of what is 
called basic slag—a by-product of the 
manufacture of steel. Every Irish farmer 
knows the wonderful virtue of this grey 
dust, which cuts away heathery growths 
from pasture and enriches the grass. 
Recent changes in steel-making methods 
have altered the qualities of available 
slag, and now it is becoming more difficult 
to obtain slag of high phosphate value. 
Science, however, discovers the remedy for 
every new difficulty. During the war the 
scarcity of sulphuric acid was combatted 
by the mixture of superphosphate with 
mineral phosphate, and the new product 
proved to be more valuable than the old. 
The most remarkable adjustment effected by 
science, however, is the manufacture of a 
sort of synthetic farmyard manure. 
Hitherto, no product of the laboratory has 
equalled the refuse of the farm in 
fertilising value. Farmyard manure sup- 
plies at once plant foods and humus. 
Necessarily, however, it is available in 
narrowly limited quantities. The long, 
daily processions of carts carrying manure 
from Dublin stables to the countryside are 
significant of the farmer’s anxiety to 
possess plentiful supplies of the most 
precious of soil stimulants. Experiment 
has proved that the chemical properties 
of farmyard manure can be reproduced 
artifically. Straw is treated with water 
and sulphate of ammonia, whereupon 
bacterial action begins, and the mass rots 
down to a heap of material resembling in 
nature and effects the natural product of 
the farmyard. When it is perfected the 
process may liberate the cultivator from 
dependence on distant sources of supply. 
Mr. Mellon affirmed yesterday that 
scientific treatment of the soil of the Irish 
Free State would increase the productive 
value of pastures by £4,000,000 per annum, 
and of ploughland by £4,500,000 per 


annum, 


Britain’s Trade. 


The British Board of Trade returns for 
the month of November are more en- 
couraging than they have been for many 
months. Exports have risen with a leap, 
totalling £70,609,651, the highest figure 
for any month during the last three 
years, and more than £9,000,000 in excess 
of the total for the previous month. 
These figures are welcome in themselves, 
but the details of the exports make even 
more pleasant reading. Compared with 
the corresponding month of 1926, the ex- 
ports of wholly or partly manufactured 
goods have increased by more than 
£13,000,000 Improvements are recorded 
in the cases of iron and steel, machinery, 
cotton, woollens and vehicles, while in 
only two cases, those of raw materials 
and articles mainly unmanufactured, 
have decreases been shown. For the first 
eleven months of the present year exports 
show an increase of £48,000,000. After 
many years of discouragement and dis- 
appointment the British working man at 
last can derive a measure of hope from 
his country’s trading prospects. Much 
leeway still must be recovered before 
prosperity will return to the manufactur- 
ing districts of England; but the upward 
movement nas begun, and, if it can’ be 
maintained, the outlook for the coming 
year will be distinctly promising. British 
goods are returning to favour in overseas 
markets, because throughout the period 
of ‘‘slump’”’ their quality never has 
been allowed to deteriorate, and in this 
respect they have no equals in the world. 
The pleasure of the British people at the 
change in their commercial fortunes will 
be shared in the Irish Free State. Dur- 
ing recent years the prices of agricultural 
produce in the British market have been 
falling, with serious consequences for the

farmers of the Saorstdt. Trade with Eng- 
land has been bad’ because the British 
working man has not had the money to 
spend on Irish butter or Irish eggs, With 
a return of industrial activity, however, 
the demand for Irish produce will re- 
cover, and the farmers of this country 
will participate in any increase of British 
prosperity. 


Pedigrees fot Sale. 


There seems to be no absurdity, how- 
ever grotesque, upon which the great 
American public is not prepared to spend 
its money. A telegram from New York 
announces that an enterprising pedigree 
expert has just sent out his annual 
catalogue, informing all and sundry that 
he is ready to supply complete sets of 
family trees to those who are anxious to 
establish their social superiority over their 
fellows. This gentleman has supplies to 
suit all tastes For the comparatively 
small sum of £50 he will provide a genea- 
logical tree which traces the purchaser’s 
ancestry back to the Crusades, while the 
prices of other records are graded in pro- 
portion to their antiquity. His novel 
scheme seems to have had much success 
in the United States; for the pedigree 
expert tells his clients that he has sold 
some of his more exclusive family trees 
for as much as £2,000. His charges have 
been reduced now, he continues, in order 
‘to place the distribution of aristocratic 
pedigrees on a democratic basis.’’ Hence- 
forward, as a result of his gerierous offer, 
records of gentle birth, like Ford motor 
cars, will be within the reach of every 
purse, and we have no doubt that the 
ingenious philanthropist’s next step will 
be to sell them on the hire-purchase 
system. Formerly citizens of the United 
States used to vie with one another in 
their efforts to prove that their forebears 
crossed the Atlantic in the Mayflower, 
which, by all accounts, must have carried a 
quota of passengers that nowadays would 
get its owners into serious trouble with 
the Board of Trade; but at the cost of a 
mere 250 dollars they now can establish 
their kinship with the men of Richard 
Cour de Lion. Democracy reveals itself 
in many ways, one of the strangest of 
which is its inveterate snobbery. The sale 
of pedigrees is a symptom of the pluto- 
cratic mind. With money in the United 
States anybody can be a gentleman; with- 
out it the bluest blood is set at naught. 


A “NEW ” LANSDOWNE 
ROAD. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO. 
(By FRAZER HEARNE.) 


We are rather proud of our football ground 
at Lansdowne road. When we introduce it to 
strangers we do so without a qualm. Still, we 
keep on improving it, and shall, no doubt, 
continue in the same, contentment being 
stagnation. There is an unconsidered erection 
set skew-wise behind the farther goal line; 
roofless now, it was for many years the one 
and only covered stand. It shows what the 
lie of the ground was in those days whose 
memories are preserved for us by many a 
glorious game, Then somewhere about 
twenty years ago we shifted the pitch and 
built a really grand stand—we, that is, I 
and, perhaps, you, with our ya nee and 
shillings and occasional reckless half-crowns— 
and were ready for our first home inter- 
national in 1908. The match against Scotland 
hanselled the new Lansdowne road and, as 
luck would have it (and good play that would

The main thoroughfares of Dublin are 
rapidly assuming that congested pre- 
Christmas aspect that fills the pessimist 
with fury. During the busiest afternoon 
hours the short-tempered would do well to 
cling to the domestic hearth, where he 
or she has only the cat or a dog or two 
to dispute the right of way with. Yes- 
terday afternoon it was a matter of diff- 
culty to keep moving at all, or, at least, 
in the direction desired, in the chief 
shopping centres. 

The real business of buying is only 
beginning. Everybody who intends to buy 
Christmas gifts is out and about, but most 
of the crowd are at present only “ having 
a look round.’’ Large family parties are 
the order of the day on the streets and 
in the shops. The mother brings along 
the children, and the children bring the 
dogs, and the whole phalanx progresses 
slowly in front of the shop windows and 
inspects the temptations therein. In the 
circumstances, to make purchases would 
be a matter of difficulty. 


THE REAL BUSINESS. 

Later the mothers will come alone, or 
accompanied by the maiden aunt or some 
other person with an amiable disposition, 
and do real business. In the interval 
she will, it is to be hoped, have made a 
mental note of various hints, probably of 
a sledgehammer kind, that have been 
dropped by the youngsters, since they have 
refreshed their memories regarding the 
wondrous opportunities for the fulfilment 
of dreams that come, alas! but once a 
year. 

Everything that the ingenious shop- 
keeper can do to make spending easy has 
been done. If the exact kind of article 
sought for is not forthcoming, generally 
something twice as desirable is produced 
instead of it; and if it happens to be 
also twice as expensive—well, that is your 
misfortune and nobody’s fault, so do not 
make too much fuss about it. 

Nearly all the shoppers are women. A 
very scant sprinkling of men is in evi- 
dence. They have for the most part the 
air of men leading a forlorn hope, and 
will probably in the end beat a retreat 
from the drapery shops and such bewilder- 
ing establishments, taking refuge in the 
Stationers’ shops, where they will buy 
fountain pens for everybody. Fountain 
pens are such safe and easy things to 
buy! A man is asked such gueer, un- 
answerable questions when he is foolhardy 
enough to try to buy his girl a jumper 
or a flower spray for her evening frock. 


SHOP EARLY. 

Someone was heard to remark yesterday 
that she wished Christmas came in 
summertime; but Christmas shopping in 
broad daylight is an inconceivable thing. 
Half of the spell that lures the money 
from our purses lies in the extra 
illuminations, the coloured lanterns, the 
warmth of the shops after the bleak out- 
of-doors atmosphere. 

“Shop Early ” is a great slogan. How 
many people pay heed to it? Three days 
before Christmas shoppers wish that they 
had done so, and make good resolutions 
for next year. But next year comes and 
the year after, and the resolution is stil] 
for future fulfilment. There are a few 
worthy people who really do shop early. 
They are the kind who give suitable gifts 
—meaning something we really need and 
would have eventually bought for our- 
selves. But then the things we can do 
without, but would love to have, are 
always so much more blessed either to 
give or to receive.

LOAN NEARING THE 
END. 


DEMAND FOR THE ISSUE 
WELL MAINTAINED.

There was another big rush by investors 
in the new National Loan at the Dublin 
banks and brokers’ offices yesterday, while 
reports from the country indicate that the 
demand for stock is being well main- 
tained. 

Mr. Robert Fraser, of the National City 
Company, New York, who carried out the 
negotiations for the American issue of 
fifteen million dollars, returned to Dublin 
yesterday.

National Loan has been well received,’’ he 
said to an Irish Times reporter. '“ The 
lists for the American. issue closed about 
noon on the day of issue, and the New 
York issuing houses are highly satisfied 
with the result. If the lists had been 
kept open, the subscriptions would un- 
doubtedly have exceeded the total loan by 
several millions ”’ ! 

Mr. Fraser added that he had heard 
since he returned to Dublin that the 
sterling issue would be well over- 
subscribed. | 

In connection with the application which 
was granted by Mr. Justice O'Byrne last 
Friday, giving the New Ireland Assurance 
Company liberty to sell £7,000 of Free 
State National Loan and invest it in the 
second National Loan, the company desire 
to state that this £7,000 does not form 
portion of £10,000 of the second National 
Loan which they have applied for, but is 
in addition to it.

THE PROPOSALS.

The expedient adopted yesterday by the 
Chamber. of imposing a tax on all persons 
disembarking in France in order to cover an 
unforeseen increase in naval pensions, will 
doubtless be scrutinised very carefully in the 
Senate, and will excite much 
criticism if it actually becomes law. 

The rates fixed for cross-Channel traffic are 
6 franes for first-class, 4 francs for second- 
class, 2 francs for third-class, and 1 france for 
deck passengers. 

For Mediterranean traffic the corresponding 
rates are 20 francs, 15 francs, 8 frances and 
4 francs; for Transatlantic traffic and for 
passengers from East of Suez the rates are 
50 francs, 350 francs, 20 francs and 12 francs. 

The largest number of persons who will be 
affected by it will naturally be foreigners, 
but it touches Frenchmen as well, and one of 
the deputies for Corsica drew attention 
during yesterday’s debate to the fact that 
natives of that island will have to pay the 
tax at the comparatively heavy Mediter- 
ranean rate every time they ‘made a journey 
to the mainland. He submitted that this was 
& great injustice. 

French travellers to and from Algeria will 
be affected in the same way. It is, there- 
fore argued in defence of the new tax that 
it is not open to the objection made to the 
tax on foreigners which was proposed last 
year; that it places obligations on foreigners 
from which Frenchmen are exempt.

degree.”’ 

MEN WANTED. 
Referring to the proposed establishment 
of an Imperial. chain of Research Insti- 
tutes, he said that they were held up, not 
by money or opportunities, but by want of 
men. 
Sir Alfred Mond that he was 
extremely disggmsfied with the progress 
that research was making in Great 
Britain. As Chairman of the Govern- 
ment Fuel and Power Committee, study- 
ing the question of the economic use of 
fuel, he felt alarmed and discouraged to 
find that where research work was con- 
cerned the country thought in thousands, 
while the Germans thought in hundreds of 
thousands.

LIVELY DISCUSSION AT 
LOUTH COUNTY COUNCIL. 


A letter from the General Council of 
County Councils asking the Louth County | 
Council to. appoint suitable people on the 
Advisory Committee in connection with the 
Appointments Commission under the Public 
Appointments Act, led to a lively discussion 
at the meeting yesterday. 

Mr. McGahon said that the proposal pur- 
ported to go a certain way to meet the opposi- 
tion of local bodies, but it did not. The ob- 
jection to the Local Appointments Commis- 
sion was that it took out of the hands of the 
public bodies the right to make appointments 
to their own boards, and they should refuse 
to agree to anything which pores that. 

Mr. McGuinness agreed that far too much 


Had not 
these people in Dublin their own particular 
ets? 

P The Chairman (Mr. J. T. McGee) said that 
he considered the Act had worked satisfac- 
torily since it was passed. 

Mr. McGahon—Are you satisfied, as a 
member of a public body. that this Council 
should have no more say in the appointment 
of its officials than the workman on: your 
roads? 

The Chairman said that years ago the re- 
ference had been made to himself that the 
best thing a man could do was to get a seat 
on a public board, and that he would be able 
to finance his family afterwards. 

Mr. McGahon—You are stating something 


that has been said in a way that might look 


as being your own opinion. Are you satisfied 
from your own experience that that is so? 

Chairman—Not in the last three years. 

STATEMENT RESENTED. 

Mr. McGahon—Is it your experience at any 
period that it was so? Are we going to give 
any corroboration whatever to the slanders 
passed on Irish public bodies that members 
of them are there for the purpose of feather- 
ing their own nests, because that is what it 
amounts to? 

Mrs, Markey said that she resented the 
statement of the Chairman, which she re- 
garded as a slur on the entire county. 

Mr. J. F. Murphy said that he had been a 
long time on public boards, and he never saw 
any corruption.
